3,641,442 to Boucher in view of U.S. Pub. No. 2002/0132642 to Hines et al. Applicants 
respectfully disagree with the rejection. However, to expedite prosecution of the present 
application, Applicants have cancelled claims 58-61, 95 and 97 to thereby render this 
rejection moot.
